ALL STUDENTS IN STATE 
ARE ENTITLED TO FREE 
HIGH SCHOOL EDUCAION 


All students in Missouri in grades 
9 to 12, inclusive, will be entitled 
to 
free high school tuition this year. The 
schools which they attend will receive 
from the State, $50 for each outside 
student in attendance. 
This information was received from 
the State Department last week 
and 
sets at rest many rumors regarding 
this point. 
For tuition purposes the laws take 
effect Monday, September 
14, 1931. 
On this date a count will be made by 
the State Departments of all outside 
students of all high schools in 
the 
State for the purpose of ascertaining 
the amount of money to which 
each 
will be entitled from State funds. 
A 
student who attends 9-10 of the school 
year will be paid by the State at the 
rate of $45 per 
year. 
The 
tuition 
money will be paid to the various dis­ 
tricts on August 15, 1932. 
All students in Missouri will be en­ 
titled to receive free high school tui­ 
tion. 
If there is no high school in 
a 
district, students will be entitled 
to 
four years of free tuition in a neigh­ 
boring 
district 
which 
has 
a high 
school. 
If a district has a two-year 
high school any student who has com­ 
pleted the two-year course is entitled 
to two years free tuition in a district 
maintaining a four-year high school. 
Tuition is a guarantee to any 
dis­ 
trict regardless of wealth. It will not 
be a part of the minimum guarantee 
for apportionment on any equalization 
quota, but will be added to it. 
Few 
high 
schools in 
Missouri 
charge outside students more than $5 
per month tuition, hence few will lose 
under the new arrangement, except 
where it will require extra teachers.

Kiwanis, Optimists, Boy Scouts and 
other agencies for collection and stor­ 
age of surplus food« 
“A preliminary report made 
July 
21 to the President’s Emergency Com- 
i^fctee 
for 
Employment”, 
Keller’s 
s t ^ m e n t said, “indicated 
the relief 
burden in cities throughout the coun­ 
try next winter will be double that of 
last year”. 
Keller also pointed out that “pri­ 
vate philanthropy cannot 
possibly 
raise all the funds needed to meet the 
aggregate demand”. 
Quoting the thirty-fifth verse of the 
forty-first chapter of Genesis, which 
reads “ And let them gather all 
the 
food of those good years that come, 
and lay up corn under the hand 
of 
Pharaoh, and let them keep food in 
the cities”. 
Keller pointed to 
what 
he asserted was the 
way 
to relieve 
much distress. 
“Band together and collect the sur­ 
plus food that has been grown 
and 
store it. Between now and cold weath­ 
er, nearly enough can be stored 
to 
tide over practically all of next win­ 
ter’s needy. Many will remember the 


Bible story of how Joseph during the 
seven years 
of 
plenty 
stored food 
throughout Egypt against the seven 
years of famine. This can be emulat­ 
ed in a small way in Southern Illinois. 
“A central committee composed of 
men and women of all the civic organ­ 
izations should band together and ask 
the Boy Scouts to gather all of 
the 
old fruit jars and cans suitable 
for 
preserving food and deliver these to 
the 
basements 
of 
churches. 
Such 
American Legion members as may be 
unemployed could drive 
trucks 
to 
gather up the surplus food, and 
de­ 
liver it to the store room, or to 
the 
church basements for canning. 
“Committees could call upon farm ­ 
ers to ask for donations of wheat, po­ 
tatoes, etc. 
Later in the year 
the 
farmer should be asked for as many 
bushels of corn as he can spare. Al­ 
though the farm er has been particu­ 
larly hard hit as the result of poor 
prices he is getting for his crops, 
he 
is of a generous nature and most un­ 
willing to see his fellow man starve if 
he can help it. 
“Where a farm er has an orchard, he 
should be asked for the falls, which 
ordinarily go to waste. 
Every vacant lot can now be sow­ 
ed in turnips. 
“If women’s clubs in

other agencies for collection and stor­ 
age of surplus food, 
“ A prelim inary report made 
July 
21 to the President’s Emergency Com- 
n fttee 
for 
Employment”, 
K eller’s 
sR £ m e n t said, “indicated 
the relief 
burden in cities throughout the coun­ 
try next w inter will be double th at of 
last year”. 
Keller also pointed out that “pri­ 
vate philanthropy cannot 
possibly 
raise all the funds needed to meet the 
aggregate demand”. 
Quoting the thirty-fifth verse of the 
forty-first chapter of Genesis, which 
reads “And fet them gather all 
the 
food of those good years th at come, 
and lay up corn under the hand 
of 
Pharaoh, and let them keep food in 
the cities”. 
Keller pointed to

much distress. 
“Band together and collect the su r­ 
plus food th at has been grown 
and 
store it. Between now and cold w eath­

If a district has a two-year 
high school any student who has com­ 
pleted the two-year course is entitled 
to two years free tuition in a district 
m aintaining a four-year high school. 
Tuition is a guarantee to any

It will not 
be a part of the minimum guarantee 
for apportionm ent on any equalization 
quota, but will be added to it.

charge outside students more than $5 
per month tuition, hence few will lose 
under the new arrangem ent, except 
where it will require extra teachers.

is 
by far the largest project of its kind 
in the middle west 
and 
ranks fifth 
among the developed water powers in 
the United States. 
The power station section is 511 
feet long and has eight large 
and 
two small head gates, made of struc­ 
tural steel, the larger ones weighing 
70 tons each. 
Three lanes of 
auto 
traffic could easily pass through these 
large gate openings at one time. Thru 
one of these gates, at full load, 29,400 
gallons of water flow 
every second 
into a 33,500 horsepower water wheel 
whioh is in turn connected to a 21,500 
kilowatt generator. 
The initial 
in­ 
stalled capacity of the power plant 
will be 301,000 horsepower. Provision 
has been made for increasing the ca­ 
pacity, when the growing load of the 
Union Electric System makes it

cessary, to 268,000 horsepower. 
The generators deliver their power 
at 13,800 volts and

voltage is 
raised to 132,000 volts by means

transform ers before being sent

At 
the delivery end a second set of trans­ 
formers lower the voltage to suit the 
requirements for distribution of the 
power to consumers. 
The power station is unique in that 
each generator is placed under a sep­ 
arate, removable roof, instead of be­ 
ing housed in a large building, each 
having an enclosed water cooled air 
circulating 
system.

necessary 
repairs to the rotors that would nor­ 
mally be made in a power station can 
be made under the removable covers 
when raised by

will store 
the water before it passes through 
the water wheels and develops elec­ 
tricity. Flood waters from rainy sea­ 
sons will be disposed of through

immense taintor gates in the spillway 
section of the dam, which is five hun­ 
dred and twenty feet long. Each gate 
is nearly as wide as a city street and 
capable of discharging 101,000 gal­ 
lons per second. 
Massive concrete steps, at the base 
of the spillway over which this surplus

Both of these points are connected 
to the network of transmission lines 
of the Union Electric System.

wood pole line consists of three steel 
reinforced aluminum cables, ecah ap­ 
proximately % inch in diameter and 
capable of transm itting the output of 
two of the generators. The steel tow­ 
er transmission line consists of two 
sets each of three copper cables, ap­

diameter, 
each set capable of transmitting the 
energy developed by two generators. 
Two million pounds of copper 
and 
over half a million pounds of alumin­ 
um cable were used 
for the 
trans­ 
mission lines. 
Missouri is rich in iron ore 
de­ 
posits. 
One-third of the lead supply 
of the country is within its bound 
aries. The mineral resources of 
the 
Ozarks are only partially developed— 
there are valuable deposits of cobalt, 
copper and nickel 
to be 
developed. 
This increased supply of power may 
eventually mean much to the Ozark 
country which is destined to play an 
important part in the future develop­ 
ment of the State. 
In the average 
year 
the 
initial 
Osage plant will deliver over 400,000, 
000 kilowatt hours of electric energy 
to St. Louis, Rivermines and points 
on the Union Electric inter-connected 
system. This is more electricity than 
was used by the city of St. Louis for 
all purposes during the year 1024. An 
annual conservation of fuel equivalent 


to 270,000 tons of coal will be effect­ 
ed. 
It is a popular idea that water pow­ 
er is a gift of nature to man to be 
had merely for the taking. It is true 
there Is no expenditure for fuel, but 
here 
N ature’s 
bounty ceases. 
The 
first cost of water power project, the 
dam, power house, transmission lines 
and land for the reservoir may 
be 
from two to four times that of a steam 
plant of equivalent size. Steam power 
may be generated close to the place 
where it is to be used, but water pow­ 
er must be produced where it is avail­ 
able and transm itted to where it can 
be used. 
Energy produced by water 
power has, therefore, a higher invest­ 
ment cost 
which 
must be balanced J 
against the saving in coal and other j 
operating expenses of steam generat­ 
ed power. 
Rivers to not 
produce 
a uniform 
flow of power. 
The 
Lake 
of 
the 
Ozarks, from which enough water can 
be drawn to operate the power plant \ 
at full load continuously for a period 
of twenty-six 
days, 
will 
partially 
equalize the flow of the Osage. 
But 
there will be times when the flow of 
the river will so far exceed require­ 
ments that much water will pass over 
the spillway. 
Economical use of the Osage water 
power will be made by combining 
it 
with the steam generated power 
of 
the Union Electric System. When the 
water supply is abundant steam plants 
are shut down and coal is saved. Dur­ 
ing periods deficient in water flow, 
the steam plants carry the heavy bur­ 
den and water power is used only dur­ 
ing a few hours each day. 
In 
fact, 
until such steam reserve is developrd 
as that which the Union Electric has 
today, no economical development of 
the Osage River could be made. 
Ordinarily the 
St. Louis 
District 
doubles its use of electricity 
every 
five years. 
Union Electric has anti­ 
cipated and adequately prepared 
for 
the future industrial progress of the 
district it serves in order that it may 
have available an abundance of elec­ 
trical energy, at low cost, when it will 
be required. 
So, in the building of the Osage Hy­ 
dro-Electric Development,

in the development and extension of 
an efficient, sufficiently large and flex­ 
ible interconnected steam and hydro­ 
electric system to meet the demands 
of industry for years to come.

On its arrival at Alton, the press 
from St. Louis was seized by a mob 
and thrown into the Mississippi river. 
Lovejoy and his asociates, 
however, 
obtained two others 
in 
succession, 
each having a similar fate. In defense 
of the fourth and last printing press 
which he had brought to Alton, Love­ 
joy was killed in an armed encounter 
betwten a group of his followers and 
those who objected to Lovejoy’s poli­ 
cies. 
One member of the attackers

also killed, and several on both sides 
wounded in the encounter on the night 
of November 7, 1837.
